was formed in 1821 to take over the business, 
and then ag regarded Pasoh a new lease was sub- 
stituted for tho old one, the authorities using 
the opportunity of transfor. to insert conditions 
and to make un unconditional lease conditional. 
Tho Straits Developmont Company followed the 
Pahang Exploration Compavy into liquidation 
after sponding about £40,000 in the East. In 
his opinion the coup de grace was given to it vy 
tho Government, who cancelled the other two 
concessions, leaving the company only Pasoh. 


“The Straits and General Development Company 


was created in 1902, when he became liquidator’ 
of the new one... Every concvivuble delay facod 
the company’s ‘attempts to get the property 
tranaforred to the new company, watil the board 
pegon to doubt whether there’ was any 
intention on the part of the locul authorities 
to transfer it at all. On October 8, 1903,. 
a notice of forfeiture ‘to take ‘effect last 
July was served on him. During the ue 
tervening period, presumably either he was 
expected to spend a largo sum of, money, which 
he did not possess, or the directors were to do 
so, on Pagoh, to which at the time the company 
had ne title. This state of things was brought 
to an end on March 1 last by. ihe unexpected 
news of the gianting of the transfer after a 
delay of two years, ‘The board at once cabled 
out ordera to start a prospecting oxpedition 
without delay. - When all preparations had been 
tado it was discoverod that the +o-called trans- 
for whs amere make-beliove, for it was only an. 
intimation that’ the authorities were prepared 
to consider an application for a proxpecting 
licenco fora year. An appeal had been made 
to the Colovial Secretary, but without effect. 
There were now two courses open to the com- 
pany—aon appeal to law or the acorptance of 
their defeat “lying down.” They had justice 
on thoir side, but be regrotfully advised the 
shareholders to shrink from the expenditure 


which. would be. inevitable if the company 
fonght the. matter out.

EVADING THE SUGAR TAX. 


A remarkable example of evasion of the 


Sugar-ax has cometolight in Tokyo. Accord- 


ing to the Yomywi, the offenders aro the 
Nippon Seiseite Kaisha, or Jopan Sugar Rofin- 
ing Company of Tokyo, who have been evading 
the Sugar-tax hy fraudulent means for months 
past. ‘The Managing Director of the company 
and the manin charge of the ram manufacture 
department are now being prosecuted at the 
Toxyo Chiko Saibansho by a cortain. Mr. Kin 
ona charge of evading the tax. Itis stated that 
since October JI, when the Sugar Con- 
sumption-tax was put into force, the com- 
pany has been in a. difficult position, 
and unable. to declare any dividend, 
‘The position of the company, however, suddenly 
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improved in the seoond half of last year, when a 
good diyidend was declored, and especially 
during the presont half-year the company [as 
seemed to be most prosperous, This is now 
alleged to be due te profits mado by evading the 
Sugur-tax., It seame that the company has 
bean importing the raw material from Hawaii.
